of Education. The same Legislature 
appropriated $4,000 for the support of 
the school, with the understanding that

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Railroad Speed, 


Some interesting details concerning 
the speed of railway-trains in England 
have recently been published. The av¬ 
erage rate of speed at which the quickest 
express trains travel is 47-f miles an hour. 
But there are two lines on which this 
pace is exceeded. The ten o’clock train 
on the Great Northern road reaches Pe¬ 
terborough at half-past eleven ; distance 
76] miles, and the pace 51 miles an hour. 
The quarter to twelve train on the Great 
Western makes the run to Swindon, 774- 
mi.les, without stopping, and does it in 1 
hour and 27 minutes, or at the rate of 
53] miles an hour. There are a num¬ 
ber of other roads which make runs at 
the rate of from 45 to 52 miles an hour; 
but the journey from London to Bath by 
the quarter to twelve is the quickest train 
in the world. The distance is 107 miles, 
and it is done in 2 hours and 13 minutes, 
including a stoppage of ten minutes at 
Swindon. The actual time in traveling 
is 2 hours and 3 minutes, something over 
52 milc3an hour. 
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was to be expended at tlie rate 
of $2,000 per annum. This sum was 
increased by the last Legislature to about 
$8,000- —or four thousand per year,—and 
it is thus we find the school is continued, 
teacher, assistants, and other help em¬ 
ployed, and the pupils educated and cared 
for. We found 24 scholars in tho school 
room—(this being the number now in 
attendance) under the tutorship of W. 
S. Smith, a graduate of the New York 
Mute School, and a very- competent 
teacher as the many evidences on every 
hand, very easily to be noticed, plainly 
and unequivocally testify. Two young 
ladies and three or four young men con- 
stititute the number of larger pupils, the 
remainder being made up of children of 
from seven to fourteen years of age. A11 
can read and write ; and it is surprising 
and gratifying to not only the teacher, 
but to all who are interested in the ad¬ 
vancement of the unfortunates, to wit¬ 
ness the rapid progress of tho pupils in 
their studies, which must be continued 
from seven to twelve years, before they 
arrive at that period when it can be said 
they are possessed of a fair English edu¬ 
cation. The majority of them readily., 
and correctly answer questions in geo- ‘ 
grapby, etc., and without hesitation form 
grammatical sentences embracing such 
words as may be selected at random.— 
As in all other schools of like diameter, 
the pupils show particularly their re¬ 
ligious teachings have taken a firm hold 
upon their minds, and several of tho 
mutes are avowed converts to Christiani¬ 
ty. On the whole, there is a great deal 
to admire in the management of the 
school, considering all nie surrounding 
circumstances, and too much praise can¬ 
not be awarded to the Board of Educa¬ 
tion, Rev. Mr. Knight, and the teacher 
directly in charge. 

We are inclined to the belief, however, 
that a little attention directed to this 
subject on the part of the next Legisla¬ 
ture would result in advanceing the in¬ 
terest of the school wherein they need 
advancement, but where, also, the means 
are not now wit) iin the reach of tho,so 
who have the matter directly in charge. 
The mutes receive none of the benefits 
of the Common School Fund, and $4,000 
per annum is a sum inadequate to .sup¬ 
port a family of 27 persons, educate 24 
of that number, pay house rent Ac. The 
building now used for tlie school in no 
wise meets the wants of teacher and pu¬ 
pils, being badly arranged, and yet it is 
the best the hist appropriation, after 
other necessaiy expenses are paid, will 
admit of. There are .also many 
necessary comforts, which tho pu¬ 
pils anil those connected with tlie school 
are denied on account of the want of 
sufficient means to purchase them, and 
they should also be furnished by tlie 
State. It is within the province of tho 
State to educate these mutes, and make 
tl;em useful members of society, and it 
is certainly a duty that our legislators 
owe to themselves as guardians of the 
general welfare and as members of tho 
community at large, that they, at the 
earliest opportunity make ample provi¬ 
sion for the better arrangement and sup¬ 
port of the school. If this is not done 
by them, they are morally responsible for 
tlie ignorance of the mutes, and the harm 
they may do to society through their ig¬ 
norance. We shall refer to this subject 
again.— Weekly Mercury.

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"What is in tho Bedroom. 


If two persons are to occupy a bed¬ 
room during tho night let them step on a 
weighing scale as they retire, and then 
again in tlie morning, anc)/tkey will find 
their actual weight at least a pound less 
iu ♦Mumurnmg. .Iii-mpim, i.1.y there will 
be a loss of two or more pounds, and the 
average loss throughout the year will bo 
a pound of matter, which has gone out 
from their bodies, partly from the lungs 
and partly through the pores of tlie skin 
The escaped matter is carbonic acid and 
decayed animal matter or poisonous ex¬ 
halation. This is diffused through theair 
in part, and part absorbed in the bed¬ 
clothes. If a single ounce of wood or 
cotton be burned in a room, it will so 
completely saturate the air with smoke 
that one can hardly breathe, though there 
can only be one ounce of foreign matter 
in the air. 

If an ounce of cotton be burned every 
half hour during the night, the air will be 
kept continually saturated with smoke 
unless there be an open window or door 
for it to escape. Now the sixteen ounces 
of smoke thus formed is far less poison¬ 
ous than the sixteen of exhalation from 
the lungs and bodies of two persons who 
have lost a pound of weight during tlie 
eight hours of sleeping ; for while the 
dry smoke is mainly taken into tlie 
lungs the damp odors from the body are 
absorbed into the lungs and into the pores 
of the whole body. Need more be said 
show the importance of having bed-rooms 
well ventilated, and of thoroughly airing 
tlie sheets, coverlids and mattrasses in 
the morning, before packing them into 
the form of a neatly-made bed?

Letter from New York, 


New York, April 24, 1873.

York Inst, for the Deaf and Dumb, de¬ 
livered a lecture entitled “A Desultory 
Dissertation on Dietetics,” before the 
“Manhattan Literary Association of Deaf- 
Mutes,” in the reading room of St. Ann’s 
Church. Quite a goodly number was 
present, including a fair proportion of 
ladies. 

The lecturer began by telling the au¬ 
dience that there were two classes of peo¬ 
ple, one of which live to eat and tho 
other eat to live, at which several nodded 
assent,as much as to say,“I knew that be¬ 
fore”; but when the lecturer proceeded to 
tell them that Julius Cresar sometimes sat 
at a table and ate of a meal,the revenue of 
several provinces, several smiled incred¬ 
ulously.

The names of the three Vienna Com¬ 
missioners who are implicated in the 
charges of improperly receiving money 
are William Mayer, Robert Seargeant, 
and A. E. Stiasney, together with Chief 
Commissioner Van Bureti. It is under¬ 
stood that all these Commissioners were 
Appointed on the recommendation of Gen¬ 
eral Van Buren, and that he was caution 
ed ,to be particular in designations. The 
stitement that the present action of Secre¬ 
tary of State against General Van Buren 
originated in unfriendly porsonal relations, 
has no foundation as these gentlemen 
had been pleasantly intimato previous to 
the late disclosures. The present in ves- 
tigation was ordered to vindicate the 
character of the country from even sus¬ 
picion. 

A Vienna letter states that one of the 
jobs in connection with the removed 
American Commissioners was the Amer¬ 
ican restaurant, for the privilege of run¬ 
ning whiclr Commissioner Moyer was 
paid $2,000, and was to have live per 
cent of the receipts. The same letter in 
the Tribune says Van Buren has given 
Meyer a whitewashing certificate. 

The funeral servicos of the late Hon. 
James Brooks took place Sunday after¬ 
noon in Grace church, New York, Rev. 
Henry C. Potter, D. D., assisted by Rev. 
Robert Holden, officiating. Twenty- 
seven members of Congress have return¬ 
ed their back pay, aggregating $111,000 
97. 

Earthquake shocks are continued in 
San Salvador. The Government palace 
lms fallen. Many more people arc injur¬ 
ed and many crazed. 

A landslide'from a neighboring moun¬ 
tain has killed thirty-six people, destroy¬ 
ed forty-four houses, and dammed the 
river, thereby threatening the inunda¬ 
tion of the entire town of Piscobamba, 
Peru. 

Rapid progress is being made setting 
the Vienna Exhibition in order, all of the 
departments except that of the United 
States arc filled with goods. The depart¬ 
ment of the United States is still empty 
and exhibitiors are very indignant. The 
weather is very unpleasant, and tho atten¬ 
dance much less than was expected. 

A terrible accident occurred Sunday 
afternoon at the bridge being erected 
over the Lanure river on the north-west¬ 
ern extension of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas railroad, fourteen miles from 
Sedalia. The false work erected for fa¬ 
cilitating the construction of tho bridge 
sank in the quicksand upon which it rest¬ 
ed, carrying with it the bridge timbers 
and twelve workmen, and precipitating 
all into tbo river below. William Mc- 
Avoy, Peter Conner and Harry F. Lynch 
were killed, and eight others woundod, 
two of whom are not expected to recover. 
The bodies of the killed were taken last 
night to Sedalia, where an inquest was 
held and a verdict rendered that tho in¬ 
secure foundation of the false works was 
tho cause of death. 

The Turkish government has ordered 
400,000 rifles from the United States. 

Pere Hyacinthe officiated Monday in a 
private building at Geneva before 1,200 
people, and all who attended have been 
excommunicated. 

Hon. Janies C. Orr, ambassador of the 
United States, died in St. Petersburgh 
city, Monday night, of inflammation of 
the lungs. He had been ill from a cold 
for some time, but his death was wholly 
unexpected. 

The Pope, on Monday, received a par¬ 
ty of forty-five pilgrims from France, 
and made a long reply to their address. 
He has, however, suffered a relapse and 
is confined to his bed. 

The McEnery men at St. Martinsville 
still maintain a hostile attitude. The 
metropolitan police from New Orleans 
have taken possession of the town. A 
conference between the leaders of the con 
tending forces was held on Monday, dur¬ 
ing which the metropolitans wanted to 
know who of the officers they were about 
to enstall were objectionable to the peo¬ 
ple and what they wanted. The resisters 
replied that the men were satisfactory if 
commissioned by Governor McEnery; 
that tho citizens only wanted the metro¬ 
politans to leave town and not interfere 
with their local affairs. Reinforcements 
for the metropolitans have been dispatch¬ 
ed from New Orleans. 

About one hundred of the four hun¬ 
dred boys at the Westborough, Mass., 
State Reform School escajxed on Monday 
morning by a concerted effort, as they 
were inarching into the yard from breakfast

Appalling Catastrophe), 


Chicago, May 4. 

At Dixou, III., a large crowd of people 
was assembled to-day on the banks of 
Rock River to witness the baptism of a 
dozen converts by Rev. J. H. Pratt, Bap¬ 
tist minister, and many had gathered on 
the bridge, an iron structure of the Trues- 
dell pattern, over live huudred feet long, 
when suddenly, at a quarter past one 
o’clock, the span gave way and about 200 
persons were precipitated twenty feet 
into the river, which is about six feet 
dorp. Tho scene that followed baffles 
description. Tho most frantic efforts 
were made by those on shore to rescue 
tho struggling victims, some of whom 
were drawn out by the hair or limbs, 
and every exertion made to resucitate 
them. Up to six o’clock forty-one had 
been taken out dead, and many badly 
injured by the falling timbers and strik¬ 
ing on the rocky bottom, while fifteen or 
twenty are still missing. Most of the 
victims are women and children. 

The whole city is thrown into mourn¬ 
ing by the calamity. 

As the bodies were recovered, and the 
persons in the donse crowd loarnod of the 
death or injury of relatives and friends, 
the scenes were heartrending. 

The river has a rocky bottom,and many 
doubtless were stunned by striking on 
the rocks. 

The water was almost icy cold, and 
even swimmers were so chilled that they 
could not reach the shore. The bridge is 
of the same kind as the one that broke 
down at Elgin on New Year's Day with 
such fatal results. 

LATER. 

Dispatches from Dixon, Illinois, say 
the bridge, torn and broken, hangs from 
piers and is an appalling sight in itself. 
At each end men, women and children 
wore crushed iuto the river, while at the 
north end, where the loss of life was 
greatest, bodies wore held firmly to the 
bottom of the river in a net work of iron. 
There were several buggies on the bridge 
but strange to say, no one in the vehicles 
was injured, and the horses also escaped. 
William S. Hillock’s horse and wagon is 
still on tho bridge, and food for the horse 
has to be carried to it. • All those report¬ 
ed missing are probably in the net-work 
of the bridge at tho bottom of the river. 
After a night’s work a derrick was erect- 
ted, and it is hoped the iron work will be 
lifted so that the bodies will be released 
and recovered. It is feared the extent 
of the calamity is yet to bo learned, for 
there may have been many on the bridge 
from the country whose names have not 
been obtained.

Remove insects from the ear by tepid 
water ; never put a hard instrument in¬ 
to your ear. 

If any artery is cut, compress lielow. 

If chocked, get upon all fours and 
cough. 

Smother a fire with carpets, etc., wa¬ 
ter will often spread burning oil and in¬ 
crease danger. Before passing through 
smoke, take a full breath and then stoop 
low, but if carbonic is suspected xvalk 
erect. 

Suck poisoned wounds, or, cut out the 
parts without delay ; hold the wounded 
part as long as can be borne to a hot 
coal or the end of a cigar. 

In case of poisoning, excite vomiting 
by tickling the throat, or by warm mus¬ 
tard. 

For acid poisons give alkalies ; for 
alkaline poisons, give acids ; white of an 
egg is good in most cases. 

For appoplexy, raise the head aud 
body ; for fainting, lie Hat. 

If in the water, float on the back, with 
the nose and mouth projecting. 

For slight burns, dip the part in cold 
water; if the skin is destroyed cover 
with varnish.
